Tax Revision 
Bill Before 
the House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Final 


House action comes today on 
President Kennedy's tax revision 
aill which includes a tax incentive 
provision designed to spur busi- 
ness investment. 


The measure is far 
different 


from the one Kennedy asked for 
n April 1961, but the administra- 
tion still hails the bill as a signifi- 
cant, advance in tax legislation. 


Its central provision calls for a 


7 per cent tax credit for invest- 
ment in new machinery and equip- 
ment. Firms willing to spend mon- 
ey to modernize their plants are 
expected to get a billion-dollar tax 
cut in 1963 through the provision. 


To offset such a revenue loss, 


Kennedy had asked for a number 
of changes designed to plug loop- 
holes in existing law and bring in 
enough revenue to provide a net 
increase in'the bill' of'$600 million 
a year. 


But first the House, and then the 


Senate, whittled away at the sug- 
gested changes until the bill would 
now,produce a net loss of about 
$545 million a year. 


The biggest defeat Kennedy suf- 


fered on the bill came when the 
Senate knocked out a provision 
requiring 20 per cent withholding 
on dividend «nd 
interest pay- 


ments, similar to tax withholding 
on salaries. The House had in- 
cluded the provision in its bill but 
the Senate prevailed in the final 
compromise version. 


Treasury 
Department 
officials 


have estimated that between $4 
billion and $5 billion in dividend 
and interest 'payments each year 
are now unreported, depriving the 
government of about a billion dol- 
lars in taxes. 


In place of the withholding pro- 


vision the bill includes a require- 
ment that payments of more than 
$10 a year in either interest or 
dividends must be reported by the 
paying firm to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service, and also to the in- 
dividual receiving the payments. 


Senate sponsors of this provi- 


sion predict it will bring in $375 
million a year in new tax revenue. 


The Senate has not acted on the 


compromise measure.

Passes Senate 
WASHINGTON (AP)—The Sen- 


ate today passed 3-ti and sent to 
conference with the House the 
$5,211,271,400 public works money 
bill. 


The Senate began debating the 


bill Saturday, defeating 44-1 a 
Republican attempt to chop $200 
million off the $500 million car- 
ried in the bill for job-making 
projects in distressed areas. 


This $500 million allotment was 


included under the

Kennedy and sent to him by Con- 
gress Sept. 10. 


The bill contains $1,000,000,000 


for rivers and harbors and flood 
control projects, $338 million for

Mosquito 
Campaign 
in Jefferson 
PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP)— Jef 


ferson County Public Health offi' 
cials have begun a mosquito con 
trol program as a result of clis 
covery of two cases of encephali 
tis. 


Kent Litlig, biologist with the 


county health department, said 
the control program was initiated 
in (he Watson Chapel area near 
Pine Bluff, where an unidentified 
man and boy have contracted the 
disease. 


He said an exact diagnoisis of 


the type of encephalitis contracted 
by the two may not be determined 
for about 15 days, but "we have 
to proceed as if mosquitoes are the 
carriers of the disease." 


Littig, an authority on mosquito- 


carried diseases, said there is a 
chance that the man may have 
contracted the disease at a Lake 
Village fishing camp and that the 
state Health Department has been 
notified of the situation. 


A state H e a l t h Department 


spokesman said today samples of 
mosquitoes are being taken in the 
Lake Village area to determine it 
they
